JOHN SHERMAN. 


John Sherman comes from a distin- 
guished Connecticut family, founded 
by a refugee roundhead, ot Essex. 
England, His father, Charles Robert 
Sherman, aJawyer, removed to Ohio io 
1810, and became a judge of the su 
preme court. He married young, and 
had a family of el.ven children. Ot 
the sons, William Tecumseh Sherman 
is the general of the army. He -was. 
born at Lancaster, Ohio, May 10, 1823. 
and received his early education. at 
Mount Vernon, Ohio. At fourteen he 
was sent two the Muskingum Improve- 
ment to earn his own living and to 
learn civil engineering. Aiter two 
years political changes deprived him || 
his position, and he began the study oi 
law at Mansfield, Ohiv, with his brother, 
Charles T. Shermaa, rfterward U .:ited 
States district judge. Hes udied Latin 
and read largely of English standard 
authors. He was licensed to practice 
law the day after he became of age. 
For eleven years be was a partner wiih 
his older brother. “John rode the 
circuits,’ itis stated, “Charles managed 
the businegs and ‘counseled in the 
office.” 

Johu Sherman, as a politician, was a 
member of the national whig coaven- 
tion of 1847 and 1852, and in the latter 
~ was chosen a presideatial elector. 

n 1854 he ran for congress in the thir. 
teenth district of Ohio, and was elec: 
ted. The law tirm was then dissolved. 
He distinguished himself in the house 
of representatives as a fluent debater 
and a man ot affairs. He was again 
elected to XXXVth and XXXVIth 
congress. He was the republican can- 
didate for speaker of the latter, and 
alter an unprecedented contest, wanted 
only one or two votes to secure his 
election. During that congress 
he was chairman of the committee on 
waysand me In 18/') he we 3 eie: ted 
to the XX AV I h cor ,rass,b: t in 1861, 
on the resiguatuon of Senator Cuase, he 
was elected by the Ohio legislature to 
the United States senate and placed 
upon its most. important committee, 
that of finance. He introduced and 
led the debate on the national bank 
bill and legal tender acts, He was ac- 
tivein proyiding money to carry on 
the war and in maintaining the public 
credit. In 1863 he delivered decisive 
speeches againas the continuance of 
the state banking system and in favor 
of the national banks. In the 
XXXIXth congress he introduced a 
bili to fuad the public indebtedness, 
of which much was promised.; but it 
was mutilated in the senate and de- 
feated in the house. He prepared the 
substance of the reconstruction. bill 
which was adopted. In the XLth 
congress he became chairman of the 
finance commiitee. He reported a bill 
for funding the national debt and con- 
verting the notes of the United States. ; 
It was regarded by many as just and 
wise, and was attacked by others as a 
step towards repudiation. He su A Pla 
ed the bill in a speeeh of great ability 
He served during his congressional 
caieer on the commiiteeson agricul- 
ture.

THE ELEUTIONS OF THB YEAR. 

This is an “off year” in politics, 
much to the joy, no doubt, ot the larger 
portion of the American people. But 
still enough elections are to be held 
this year to indicate the drift of pop- 
niar seutiment; fer sixteen states will 
elect legislatures, and in eleven of these 
governors are to bechosen. The eleven 
goyernors whose terms expire consist 
of eight republicans and three demo- 
crats—New Hampshire, Rhode Island, 
Maine, Ohio, Iowa, Massachusetts, 

Wisconsin and Minnesota furnish- 
ing the former number ; Virginia, Mis- 
sissippi and Texas the latter. The 
sixteen legislatures to be chosen are 
now ten republican and six democratic, 
Those to be chosen in California, Iowa, 
Kentucky and Ohio will elect United 
States senators for the term beginning 
in 1879; and the state senators to be 
chosen in Minnesota, New Jersey, New 
York and Wiseonsin will participate in 
the next pending elections of United 
States senators for those states. 

These elections begin with New 
Hampshire’s, which occurs next Tues- 
day, when a governor, a legislatu:e and 
three congressmen are to be chosen. 
The republicans are using every effort 
to elect the three congressmen that the 
state is entitled to. If they succeed, the 
democrats will lose two members. Two 
years ago Mr. Jones, democrat, in the 
first district, had a majority of 336; Mr. 
Bell, democrat, in the second district, a 
majority of 154, and Mr. Blair, republi- 
can, in the third district, a majority of 
209. Hayes carried all of these districts 
by considerable majorities. There isa 
prohibition ticket in the field, which 
my prove an offset for the money and 
influence of the office-holders. The 
result is doubtful. The state has been 
uniformly republican for twenty-one 
years, and its elections are among the 
most corrupt in the union. 

Rhode Island follows New Hamp- 
shire in April, electing a governor and 
legislature. The republicans have nom- 
inated Gen. Vansant for governor, and 
Albert C. Howard for lieutenant gover- 
nor. No democratic nominations 
have been made. Wisconsin 
elec's judicial officers next month, and 
an interesting contest is expected in 
this doubtful state. Georgia elects a 
constitutional convention in June. 
Kentucky elects a legislature in August. 
California elects a legislature in Sep- 
tember, and a week later Maine holds 
her regular annual election of governor 
and legislature. 

The October elections this year are 
limited to Ohio and Iowa, in each state 
for governor and legislature. The Ohio 
contest may bea battle well waged, if 
the democrats shall show any disposi- 
tion to contest the field. The lowa 
election will be, as usual, all one way. 

The November elections are to be 
held in New Yo k for secretary of state 
and other officers, and for a full state 
senate and members of the assembly ; 
in’ New Jersey and Connecticut, for 
members of the legislature, and in 
Massachusetts, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Virginia, Mississippi and Texas, for 
governors and legislatures.

George W. McCrary, of Iowa, secre- 
tary ol war, was born at Evansville, 
Ind., in August, 1335, and..in the fol- 
lowing year removed to what was then [ 
Wisconsin territory. Me st}idied in. 
the public school and was graduated 
irom an academy; then took up law as 
a ‘profession, anu in 1856, when 21 
years of ave, was udmitied to practice 
at Keokuk. He tok a pronounced 
posilion among the people of that city 
at once, and in’ 1857 was sent to the. 
state legislature. In 1861 he was elect- 
ed to the state senate, where he seryed 
until the close of the war, taking an 
active part in the legislation incident 
to that period he gave the remaining 
years until 1868 co thé practice of bis 
profession, and was then elected to 
congress. He was there appoi ited « ne 
of the committée on naval affairs, and 
also served on the vommittee to revise 
the laws; of which Mr. Polaid was 
chairman. He was re-elected tu the 
succeeding congress, receiving in 1874 
11,384 votes against 9,521 for Leroy G 
Palmer, the anti monopoly candidate. 
He was not a candidate for re election 
last fall. In the forty-second congress 
the familiarity he had shown with 
election laws 1ecommended him forthe 
cr.\irmanship of the committee oun 
elections. In the following congress he 
was chairman of the committee on rail 
ways and canals, andin the forty fourth 
served on the jadiciary. Mr. McCrary 
is credited with having taken the first 
step in the legislation which creuted 
the late electoral tribunal. Oo Deecem- 
ber 7th last he introduced a resolucon 
providing fora joint committee of the. 
two houses to consider a mode «f, 
counting the eléectora! yote. The reso- 
lution was referred to the judiciary 
committee, of which he was a mem Der. 
They reported it promptly; and it. was 
passed. Mr. McCrary was one of the 
joint commitiee..on the part of the 
house, and when the electoral! bill was 
finaily jaid. before that body for action 
he was the first apeener in itg support.

T!1 is approval shall 
not interfere in any manner with the rights of 
agents io compensition, interest etc., who have 
heretfore been acting forthe state.”
